! „The Probst barn on 1st North be- 
tween 2nd and 3rd West is a pretty 
unique bam, built in 1906 without 
rafters. Instead, it has large poles to 
help hold up the roof It belonged to 
Ulrich Buehler at the time it was 
built, and then sold to George 
Burgener in 1915. In 1925, Nephi 
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Probst purchased the barn and kept 
it until 1929 when he sold it to 
Francis Probst. 

In 1965, Kay Probst bought the 
barn. Kay has all the documents on 
this barn which is rather unusual. He 
invited me to look inside and that is 
where the interesting things are. I 


believe that this barn is going to be 
sold again. The barn is made of red 
pine and was built to store hay and 
feed cows. .
